brac and even imitation leather may 
be made, all of which are of attrac- 
tive appearance and of excellent

Japanese Airplanes

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Through Barrage 


Only Method Left Them to Keep in 
Communication With Their 
Lines ’ 


The French artillery barrage fire 
has now been perfected to such a 
degree of density and inténsity, that 
the Germans, in order to keep in 
communication with their lines back 
of the barrage have been forced to 
adopt the expedient of enclosing 
their messages in a grenade or a 
shell and firing it through the  bar- 
rage. 

In the early part of the war the 
Germans used the system of running 
back field telephones from the ad- 
vancing troops. When these lines 
were constantly cut by shell fire, ef- 
forts were made to run the lines un- 
derground, But here again the 
French high explosive shells were 
developed to a degree where the lines 
could not be conveniently buried at a 
depth beyond their reach, 

Wireless telegraphy has since been 
tried by the Germans, together with 
low flying airplanes, while the use of 
individual soldiers who endeavored 
to run back through a barrage with 
messages came likewise to prove both 
too costly from the point of view of 
human life and of uncertainty as to 
the eventual arrival of the message. 

Germany’s new system of endeav- 
oring to shoot back her communica- 
tions with trench mortars and trench 
cannon has only recently been hit 
upon. The grenades or shells in 
which the messages are enclosed are 
referred to in the German orders as 
“Nachrichtongeschosse,” or projec- 
tiles for Inessages. 

The “Melde Wurfgranten” or mes- 
sage carrying bombs, are fired from 
the 1916 model of mechanical trench 
grenade throwers. This has a range 
of about 600 yards and is counted 
upon for maintaining communication 
between the first line and the com- 
manders of battalions and regiments, 
who under the German system, al- 
ways remain at the rear of the ad- 
vancing and fighting troops. 

The second class used, the “Loichte 
Nachrichtenmine,” or message-carry- 
ing shells ore to be fired from the 
“Minenwerfer” or trench mortar for 
firing torpedoes. These have a range 
of about 1,300 yards, and with them 
the Germans hope to keep up their 
communications through the French 
barrage fires between the battalion 
and regimental commanders in the 
rear of the advancing troops and the 
artillery, brigade and divisional head- 
quarters still farther to the rear. 

According to the German orders 
that have been found the distribution 
of these message-carrying grenades 
and shells to the troops on the west- 
ern front began about June 1

| First Loans Made Under Saskatche- 


| 


wan Farm Loans Act 


The first loans made under the 
Saskatchewan Farm Loans'Act have 
just been granted. One amounted to 
$3,000 and was made to a farmer liv- 
ing in the vicinity of Regina, Sas 
katchewan, on a thirty-year basis at 
61-2 per cent. interest, and the year 


ly payment will be $229.74, The 
check for this loan and for another 
amounting to $1,700 were the first to 
be mailed. The act came into force 
on May 1 and 1,400 applications for 
loans, totalling $2,400,000, have been 
received since that date. Of this 
amount about $375,000 has been re- 
commended already. The smalhest 
loan requested so far is for $300 and 
the largest for $10,000, which has 
been recommended, 


The act provides for the lending of 
money to agriculturists on the secur- 


ity of first mortgage on farm lands, 
aud the money must be expended on 
the improvement or development of 


the property, or to meet liabilities 
previously incurred for these purpo- 
ses, or with the approval of the 
board, for the acquisition of 
Loans must not exceed fifty per cent, 


of the board’s valuation of the pro- 
perty offered as security, and are 
repayable on annual instalments. The 


rate of interest is fixed by the board, 
which consists of a commissioner 
and two other members with head- 
quarters at Regina, Saskatchewan,

EDITOR’S NO 
UNION GOVERNMENT IN 
‘ OPERATION 


The Union Government is giving 
Canada some excellent legislation. 
Its pledges are fast being carried 
out. The manifesto just issued by 
Mr. Borden effectively meets the 
charge that the Union Government 
ia the tool of the big interests and 
profiteering classes. He states de- 
finitely that the conscription of 
wealth by means of an income tax, 
and the confiscation of excess profits 
for the benefit of the state will be 
a part of the platform of the Union 
Government. The anti-conscription- 
ist has long demanded this, and we 
hope that when it comes they will 
be satisfied. It has been a problem, 
how to get it without upsetting our 
whole social system. We believe Mr. 
Borden is getting at it in the right 
way, and in a way that will appeal 
to all as equitable and just. 

Patronage Abolished 

The Union Government has al- 
ready commenced to carry out its 
program. Patronage, so far as the 
Dominion parliament is concerned. 
is a thing of the past. Civil ser- 
vice reform is now under way, and 
the man who gets a government job 
in the future will get it because of 
his qualifications for the position. 
This reform will alone, undoubtedly, 
mean a saving of millions to the 
country. 

No Grain for Liquor 

There has for some time past been 
an agitation against the using of 
grain for the manufacture of liquor. 
The ground was well taken in view 
of the world’s shortage of food- 
stuffs. Now the necessary legislation 
has been passed. Word comes that 
no grain of any kind and no sub- 
Stance that can be used for 
shall be used in Canada after 
30th, for distillation of liquors. 
order-in-council to this effect has 
heen passed, upon the recommenda- 
tion of the food controller. It will 
remain in force “until the governor- 
general-in-council has by order de- 
clared that the present abnormal 
conditions have ceased.” The pen- 
alty for violation of the regulation 
is a fine of $5,000 or imprisonment 
for a term not exceeding six months, 
or both fine and imprisonment. 


Packing Industry Controlled 


The demand of the farmer for a 
guaranteed price for hogs has not 
fallen altogether on deaf ears. Ex- 
cessive profits have been made by the 
packers in the past, of which the gov- 
ernment is well aware, Britain still 
needs hogs. and since the appropria- 
tion of $3,000,000 has been made for 
the purchase of Canadian bacon. 
hams and lard, the government has 
taken steps to see that the producer 
gets the’ profits that he deserves, 

At the conference which is now be- 
ing held in Ottawa on hog prices, 
Food Controller Hanna said: 

“We cannot guarantee a price, but 
we can and do guarantee to the 
farmers that we will control the 
packing industry, thta it will be un- 
der control in two or at least three 
weeks, and that the farmers will, for 
the future. get every dollar there is 
in their hogs, over and above the 
actual cost of purchasing and con- 
verting their hogs into bacon. and 
“” ‘rensonable’ margin of profit to the 
packers. That for the future the 
books of packing houses will be open 
to the accredited representatives of 
farmers’ organizations. and figures 
of such houses will be published 
from time to time.” 

The Union Government, even as tt 
has taken the best men from the old 
political parties, is now taking the 
best planks from the various party 
platforms. Many further reforms are 
under consideration, and with such 
Progressive men in the cabinet as 
Rowell, Crerar, Sifton, Carvell and 
others, we may expect legislation 
that will guarantee justice to all 
throughout the Dominion. 


All Friends 


Tt is becoming evident that many 
of our old politicians are after all 
not such hide-bound partisans as we 
have sometimes given them credit 
for.

On Monday morning at nine o'clock 
we citizens of Southern. Alberta, 
whose part it has been to say at home 
while our sons. brothers, and fathers 
have been fighting for us, and our 
sisters caring for the wounded, will 
have an opportunity to show that 
“they also serve who only stand and 
wait.” Some are prevented from go- 
ing to the front by health, physique, 
age, and family duties; others, like 
our farmers and livestock men, al- 
though they find it exceedingly irk- 
some to do so, know that they per- 
form their best service by staying 
in Canada protlucing food; others 
again have to do the best they can 
in carrying on the financial, com- 
mercial and transportation work of 
the country. 

The preliminary organization work 
for Southern Alberta's share of Can- 
ada’s Victory Loan, 1917. commenced 
on the 12th day of October. On that 
day, Sir Augustus Nanton came to 
us with a message from the Minis- 
ter of Finance of the Dominion of 
Canada, that the government had 
commandeered several of the lead- 
ing business men of Canada, and had 
assigned to them as a Dominion ex- 
ecutive under the chairmanship of 
Mr. A. E, Ames, the duty of bring- 
ing to every man and woman and boy 
and girl in Canada the opportunity 
to serve our country, to strengthen 
our fighting forces, and to maintain 
our farm production, our work, and 
our business, by siibscribing to Can- 
eda's Victory Loan. In that short 
time it has been our privilege to dis- 
cover that many men and women ac- 
tually seemed to have been waiting 
for just such an opportunity for ser- 
vice as that presented by the require- 
ment for business people to detach 
themselves for a time from their af- 
fairs. and to devote themselves to 
working to perfect such plans as will 
carry the message of our country’s 
need to every nook and corner of 
our province. This opportunity has 
been eagerly embraced by our busi- 
est men and farmers; and we are 
confident that the message will be 
carried to the homesteader in his 
shack, the older established and 
well fixed farmer, the livestock 
breeders, to all our womenfolks, to 
the business man in his office, or his 
ttore, to the workman at his bench, 
the railroad man, the coal miner, the 
teacher and the student, and to each 
one of their countless helpers. 

The Secretary Treasurer of 
the Southern Alberta Executive, and 
the Publicity Chairman and _ their 
staffs have been busy in their special 
duties. 


The twelve Executive Deputies sent- 


out from the Southern Alberta head- 
cuarters in these few weeks, and the 
citizens of the south, have eagerly 
tuken up their message and carried 
it on through the various honorary 
chairman and secretaries and com- 
mittees at some fifty places. From 
nearly one hundred other points cap- 
iains and teams of canvassers will 
carry on the tale; while other cap- 
tains and canvassers will see that the 
message is carried to the business 
houses and to the humblet home fn 
the cities. 


What is this message? It is this: 
That you are given the opportunity 
to subscribe to Candaa’s Victory 
Ioan; to lend—not give, but lend— 
your money to the government of 
Canada, to enable the country to buy 
our crops and livestock and ship 
them over to Great Britain and our 
Allies in Europe;. and to provision 
our own forces at the front. For 
the use of this money the govern- 
ment will pay you interest at the rate 
»f five and a half per cent per year; 
a bit better than that, indeed, hbe- 
(ause you can pay by installments 
up till May, 1918, whereas you will 
receive a full half year's interest on 
June Ist, 1918. Such a,security, at 
such a rate of interest and of such 
ready negotiability, has never been 
offered to us before. 

Southern Alberta aims at making 
the total subscription of its citizens 
$7,000,000, and from the reports that 
are coming in it appears more than 
likely that this total wilT be exceed- 
ed before the lists close on the first 
day of December. 

Western Canada was never so pros- 
perous before 1914 as it is now. The

For example 
the unreasoning prejudice and sentt- 
ment that attaches itself to a name, 
a flag, or a family tradition, are the 
root evil that slowly moulders all 
the patronage system. It is the pat- 
ronage system that is the inspiration 
of much that is most vicious in party- 
ism. It is the patronage system that 
tives green wings to the monstrous 
evil of Mammonism which blights 
with its withering blast everything 
in politics and political institutions 
that it touches. It stands condemned 
on every count. It represefits a fear- 
ful economic waste. It is the mill- 
stone that hangs about the neck of 
the political parties of Canada. It 
has wrecked government after gov- 
ernment in our Dominion. It has 
corrupted man after man who en- 
tered public life with some thought | 
of moral idealism and a real desire 
to serve the country. It has tied the 
hands of the public men of Canada. 
for when they would do good, this 
evil is so present with them that 
they are powerless to act. In many 
cases they dare not act for fear of 
exposure, It has tied the hands of 
our public men today. Can there 
be any doubt that the patronage sys- 
tem together with vested interests | 
with which it is associated is kold-;

Going Back on the Kaiser’ 


German People Gradually Losing 
Faith in the War Lord 


In the September number of the 
Nineteenth Century there is an in- | 
teresting article by Prof. F, Sefton | 
Delmer, He, Australian born, had 
lived for twenty years past in Ger- 
many, during the latter part of_ the | 
time being a professor in the : 


versity of Berlin. From the out- 
break of the war until May of this 
ear, he was a civil prisoner in Ber- 
in. He was able, however, to go 
about under restrictions, and to see 
something of his university friends. 
What he writes of their change of 
epinion is instructive. He declares: 
“Before the war the intellectual 
classes of Germany were almost to a 
man on the side of the Kaiser. But 
|many of these people, who in Aug- 
ust, 1914, lauded their ruler tor the 
skies as a new Charlemagne, now 
shrug their shoulders at him and his 
house. They put the disaster which 
has come over them in consequence 
of this war, and the still worse dis- 
asters with which they see themsel- 
ves threatened in the near future, 
down to the Kaiser’s clumsy diplo- 
matic preparation of the war, and 
his autocratic system. His everlast- 
ing pose, his wish to delude  him- 
self and thent into the belief that he 
is a second Frederick the Great, his 
fickleness and impulsiveness as a pil- 
ot of German policy, have all come 
home to them. ‘He dismissed Bis- 
marck,” I have heard people say, 
‘but just look at the statemen he has 
chosen as his chancellors since—first 
Caprivi, a mere soldier; then Hohen- 
lohe, the» courtier; then the selfish 
fox von Bulow, and after him the pli-

The Future of Germany 


Will Suffer from an Economic and 
Social Boycott 


_ Whether victorious or defeated, 
Germany is likely to suffer for many 
years from a_ social and economic 
boycott, not necessarily inspired by 
any government, but the voiuntary 
act of thousands of individuals with 
whom the fecling of resentment will 
be keen and lasting. It is probable 
that it will be many years before 
any Frenchman or Briton will, with- 
out urgent necessity, have business 
relations with Germans. Travel be- 
tween the countries will be paralyzed 
for few Frenchmen or Pritons will 
enter Germany and still fewer Ger- 
mans will be welcemed in France 
or Great Britain. 

We hardly realize the intensity of 
feeling which the sufferings and bar- 
barities of this war have brought 
about. The conclusion seems reason- 
able that the material prosperity of 
Germany will suffer immeasurably 
for years to come from this economic 
and social boycott, and it is unlikely 
that when it is further recognized 
that much of the resentment of the 
world would disappear if Germany 
were to transform its autocratic 
monarchy into a republic or limited 
monarchy by dethroning the Hohen- 
zollern dynasty, that the business in- 
terests of Germany will find oppor- 
tunity to suggest in no unmeaning 
way that, as Germany sacrificed  it- 
self for the prestige of the kaiser, the 
time has come when the kaiser could 
rofitably sacrifice his crown for the 
enefit of the German  people?-—

New Military Hospital 


Six Hundred Bed Convalescent Hos- 
pital to Be Erected in 
Montreal 


Announcement is made by the mi 
itary flospitals commission that it 
will erect a six hundred bed convel- 
escent hospital on property adjacent 
to the Macivsonald Coliege site’ at 
Ste. Aune- de Bellevue, Montreal. 
McGill University will be associated 
with the commission in the project. 
An order-in-council ratifying the 
transaction has been passed. 

Construction will begin at once 
and the institution will be ready for 
occupation by the new year. The 
plan permits an expansion to 900 
beds, if necessary. 

The decision to erect an institution 
of this large size was prompted by 
the many changes which have taken 
place in the character of the treat- 
ment accorded the returned soldiers. 
Much of this treatment requires 
highly trained specialists of great 
ability and the scarcity of men of 
this calibre together with the great 
expense of duplicating costly equip- 
ment has necessitated concentrating 
the future work of the military hos- 
pitals commission in such large in- 
stitutions. 

The Drummond street hospital 
will now be used as an active treat- 
ment hospital for the Montreal area 
and convalescents will be treated at 
Ste. Anne. 

One of the great merits of the Ste. 
Anne site is the proximity of Mac- 
Donald college with its splendid 
facilities for vocational training. It 
is a part of the agreement that the 
service of the college staff will be 
available to the commiission in this 
important branch. 

The new institution will consist of 
a central administration block with 
four outlying, two-story wings each 
containing 150 beds. Smaller wings 
in close contact will contain equip- 
ment of the latest type for the ad- 
ministration of~ special treatments 
such as the various types of electric 
treatment, continuous baths, whirl- 
pool baths, nozzle baths, needle 
baths and arm and leg baths, vapor 
baths, etc. Corrective apparatus for 
functional training and re-education 
of impaired mental and physical fac- 
ulties will be installed. There will 
be special buildings for the accom- 
modation of doctors, nurses, order- 
lies, etc., for vocational training, for 
recreation and amusements. A pow- 
er plant is to be part of the scheme 
also. The kitchen and dining’ room 
are to the rear connected to the main 
building by corridors, The kitchen

And yet the word is 
one appearing frequently in our ad- 
vertising columns, and it is the name 
of a therapeutic agent and toilet ar- 
ticle in common use. " 

“In the office copies of the letters 
and instructions given to the envoys 
of the heretic king of Egypt, Akhen- 
aton, (Amenaphis IV.) in the four- 
teenth century, B.C., which office 
copies were discovered at 
Amarana, there occurs a_ passage 
which was read as follows: ‘We hope 
that the salc will not interfere with 
you,’ 

“It was taken for granted that 
‘salc’ was the name of some warlike 
tribe in the hills of northern Syria; 
but it was remarkable that a_ tribe, 
powerful enough to brave the wrath 
of such great monarchs as those be- 
tween whom this correspondence was 
passing, should not be mentioned in 
any other- of the voluminous of 
those times. 

“Pondering this, a philologist re- 
membered that s, th, and t were in- 
terchangeable, especially in “Semitic 
languages. For example, the name 
that we, imitating the northern Sem- 
itic races and the Turks, call Osman, 
is spelled and in southern Arabia is 
pronounced Othman, while the em- 
pire of Osmon is known to Europ- 
eans as the Ottoman empire. Now, 
there exists in the Semitic languages 
a word for ice or snow which, in} 
various places, takes the sound of 
thalg, salg, and talc. | 

“The mystery was thus cleared up. 
The envoys had to pass the moun- 
tains of northern Syria in winter, 
and their august master expressed-a 
hope that the ice or snow would not 
interfere with their passage. The 
Egyptians, having no acquaintance 
with ice or snow, would naturally 
borrow the name from their north- 
ern neighbors. 

“When the Arabs desired to give 
a name to the foliaceous magnesium 
silicate, they chose one which sug- 
gested its resemblance to ice, and 
they called it talc.” |

How Much Salt? 
Rules to Follow in Giving Salt to 
Cows 


Some men seem to think a cow 
doesn't need any salt, others go to 
the other extremé and load her down 
with it, while a third faction — strike 
a happy medium and are bountifully 
tepaid. ‘True feed and water carry 
some mineral matter but not enough. 
For the dry cow about five ounces 
per week meets the average demand 
,;with an aditional amount given to 
the producing cow in. direct propor- 
tion to the milk flow. An animal 
producing twengy pounds of 
per day will require an additional 
four ounces per weck; the cow giv- 


ling forty pounds, twice that much 
and so on. Thus the twenty pound 
cow could tse approximately half a 
pound of salt per week, or better 


still divided into daily allawances of 


a little over one ounce, 


Encouraging the drinking of a 
large amount of water by feeding 


excess salt has no advantage and 
may even do harm, If the cows are 
allowed free access to a 
salt supply they will use an ample 
amount but still do themselves no 
injury %hrough overcrowding. 


Saving Labor Expense 


Using Mechanical Drivers for Saving 


Labor on the Farm Is 
Good Economy 


One of the after features of the 
European war is bound to be a 
dearth of ordinary labor. This is go- 
ing to reflect itself in 
business, perhaps particularly in the 
business of farming. It is quite es- 
sential, therefore, that the farmer 
ghould study out the places-in his 

where manual labor now 


reduced. The very apex of the labor 
load in the grain district of the west 
comes at threshing time. This is true 
of both house and field labor, The 
farmer has solved the extra labor for 
the home problem with the cook car 
the larger farms extending the use 
of the cook car throughout the har- 
vest season as well as during thresh- 
ing. 
The field labor problem has not 
; been so well solved. The number 
of men required around the modern 
threshing machine has not greatly 
changed during the past twenty-five 
tyears. The ultimate solution of di- 
versification and live stock farming 
is still far away. The immediate pro- 
blem is to cut the sharp corners and 
get along with as little labor as we 
can. How about handling the 
jfrom the machine to the elevator? 
It is sufficient to say that nine- 
tenths of this work is still done by 
jhand and the back-breaking work of 
| shovelling is going on just as our 
fathers did it before us... Now there 
is nothing commendable about hard 
work in and of itself. Suppose the 
reader and his hired man are kept 
At threshing 


grain 


busy hauling grain. 
prices that mearfs two teams and two 
men employed at a charge of at least 
/$10 per day. For the average half- 
}section farm this means about $30 
per year, Suppose that one of these 
teams and one of the men could be 
‘relieved it would not merely save $15 
{per year, but if the shovelling work 
lis done by a portable elevator it will 
{take off most of the hard manual 
Hlabor, which is a very considerable 
{iter whether one is hiring help or 
whether one does it himself. It 
linight be worth while for the farmer 
to rid himself of one of the 
j hardest phases of farm labor to fig- 
ure out how far this saving in actual 
}time and money will go toward pay- 
fing interest charges on a mechanical 
;elevator, which both for speed and 


leertainty of action is far ahead of 
‘the old Armstrong machine.—Farm, 
iStock and Home.

‘Keep Only the Best Cows 
ae Profitable Cow Must Give 5,000 


Pounds of Milk a Wear 


James Begg, of Southwold, writes 
in the Canadian Countryman: 

“With regard to profit from cows 
at the present price of milk, I figure 
that_at $1.80 per hundred a cow, to 
leav® a margin of profit, should at 
the very lowest, give 5,600 pounds 

er 10 months’ season; 6,000 pounds 
is a lot better, and there is no rca- 
son why it cannot be done. 

“The whole keynote of the cow 
question is the scrub bull, whether 
he be pedigreed or not. A few dol- 
lars are nothing; get one whose an- 
cestors have made good and you will 
soon pass the 6,000 pound mark. Set 
your mind on the 10,000 pound cow 
and make up your mind to learn 
how to feed. This type of cow wants 
good feed the year round, whether 
she be milking or dry. 

“I never bought but one thin cow 
in my experience. It took me six 
months to get any heart in her, and 
the milk was on the wane, The next 
year, however, she was one of my 
best. 

“When your cows are to make 
good, count on the cost of the feed 
at the very least at $75 per year, 
and more if the cow will pay for it. 
I have no. difficulty in making my 
two-year-olds do 7,000 pounds and 
my mature cows 10,000 pounds, and 
you can do the same. 

“Get a set of scales and a weigh 
sheet. It will not take a minute or 
30 seconds to weigh and jot down 
the weight. Then use the Babcock 
and you will be surprised to see how 
soon you will get the good ones.

Rgmem-* 
ber that this is the Home of q.6th- 
ers. Treat each cow as a mother 
should be treated. The giving of 
milk is a function of motherhood; 
rough treatment lessens the flow.
